It was cut down last Friday, after 
reports had been given to the Town 
Manager that the inside of the pole 
was rotten, 

The pole was of yellow pine. Af- 
ter it had fallen to the ground it 
was measured by George DiFranco 
who was passing by, and had a 
tape measure in his pocket. Mr. 
DiFranco isa carpenter from Som- 
erville, 

measured exactly 100 feet if 
one includes the ball which was on 
top of the pole, The ball, and the 
pin which held it were 18 inches 
in length, and the pole 98 feet and 
six inches, 

Three birdsnests were found 
within the pole, which as alleged 
was quite rotten in its interior. 

In its time the flagpole had at 
least three positions on the Com- 
mon, Back about the time of World 
War I it stood near the head of the 
Common, about where the Herb 
Barrows Christmas Tree is today, 
Later it was moved tothe center of 
the Common, where it intefered 
with the baseball games that used 
to be played there by High School 


boys, so it was afterwards moved 
back nearly to, but not exactly on 
its former site, 

The supporting stone for the old 
flagpole was one of two surviving 
millstones from the old grist mill 
that used to stand over Mill Brook 
upstream from Middlesex Avenue. 
The other millstone is still where 
it was left many years ago, near 
the Kenney home. 

The Town Manager already has 
Quotes for a new flagpole -_but not 
one that will be 100 feet high. 

An aluminum pole 50 feet high 
is quoted at $648, If counter- 
balanced the cost would be about 
$2950, A 75 foot pole, not counter- 
balanced would cost $3175. 

A 50 foot fiberglass pole would 
cost $700> A 60 foot would cost 
$900, and a 75) foot one $1200. 

It is to be noted that none of 
these quotes are for poles 100 
feet long.
